‘It is not the old mazision's first experience 
in being identified with government matters.

hung a large American flag and bends of 
cloth, which draped the pillars nearly a third 
of their length down from the top. 

Crowds Gather at House. ~ 
lhl considerable crowd had gathered in the 
| vicinity of the house as the Vice President 
and cavalcade came clattering up the avenue 
and stood silently by as Mr. Roosevelt left the 
, carriage and walked rapidly up the terrace 
steps and so on tothe house. It has become 
a fixed habit with Buffalo crowds now to be 
‘stlent—a habit formed by the anxious watch- 
‘ers just beyond the rope barriers two blocks 
away from the Milburn house, and it-seems 
to have spread to all gatherings of people in 
‘the city with the one notable exception—the 
fiery, angry throngs that two or three times 
have assembled in the vicinity of the prison 
where Czolgosz !s confined, or where he was 
supposed to be confined, for he was wisely 
and adroitly; removed when the President 
was dying and now is safely lodged within 
the walls of the penitentiary.. 

Remains Citizen for the Time. 

There was not so much as a murmer when 
the Vice President alighted, and his appear- 
ance when a short time afterward he came 
out to start for the Milburn house was greet- 
ed with the same grave silence.

President’s Ride to ‘Buffalo. 
President Roosevelt's journey to Buffalo 
was one of the most arduous and sensational 
ever undertaken by a Chief Magistrate of the 
United States. From Mount Marcy, the high- 
est peak of the Adirondacks, where he first 
learned at 6 o'clock on Friday afternoon that 
President McKinley’s condition had suddenly 
assumed a critical phase, President Roose- 
velt covered & distance of 425 miles in less 
than twenty hours. Of this distance twenty- 
two miles were on horseback, thirty-five 
miles by stage coach over mountain roads, 
through the darkness of a wild, stormy night,

Intensely impressive was the manner in 

| which the news from Buffalo was received 
on Friday night. Word which came early 
in the evening had prepared the people for 
the worst, but thousands were unwilling to 
go to their homes until the final message 
flashed over’ the wire.

DEATH H OF ISABRLLA THOBURN. 

The recent death by cholera of Miss 
Isabella Thoburn at Lucknow, India, bas 
ended a remarkable and useful life. Miss 
Thoburn was a sister of Bishop Thobura 
of the Methodiet Church and was a woman 
of exceptional qualities and powers. Her 
strong character, her unassuming simplici-. 
ty, her splendid enthusiasm, and her pecn- 
larly winning personality made friends 
wherever she went. ‘Some of the most 
eloquent tributes to her memery have come 
‘from Ohicagoans who knew ber during her 
residence in . aie city, but only those who 
have seen and known her splendid work in 
India can appreciate fully what a calami- 
ty her death is to the mission work in that 
country. 
Miss Thoburn’s great and lasting monu- 
ment ig the Woman’s College at Lucknow, 
the first college for native women in Asia, 
which she founded in 1870, and which she 
sustained and ybuilt up with ipgdomitabie 
courage and degptign during thebu 
years.

fined to the most distinct and positive form of indirect incitement—the justi- 
fying and sanctioning of anarchistic crimes against person or property. 

The principle whieh should inspire all measures for the punishment and 
repression of anarchisti¢e crimes is the unequivocal and unalterable resolution 
of existing society to defend itself ip its peaceful evolution against all hostile 
attacks and to use, to that end, every means to which its enemies force it to 
have recourse, There muat be po laxity, no weakness, no hesitation on that 
point, The enemy will retreat only before a united and resolute army. 

The lack of organization onthe part of the Anarchists makes necessary 
the most indefatigable vigilance on the part of the authorities. The police 
should know every individual or group of individuals from which danger is 
threatened. An international exchange of information regarding those per- 
sons and their movements is indispensable, 

_ ‘Phe question regarding the proper method of dealing with those who have 
attempted or committed anarchistie crimes does not present great difficulties. 
The common laws should be applied to all such cases; no exceptional laws 
are necessary.

NaMcHiersc crimes are invariably manifestations

Controversy as to Who Won the Battle.

whether Admiral Sampson or A 

Schley was the real hero of the battle 
of Santiago and deserves the greatest 
gredit for bravery and efficiency recalls 
an important event im the history of the 


similar controversy, although it did not end 
with an official investigation. 

That event was the famous battle of Lake 
Erie in 1818, witch resulted in a glorious 
victory of the American over the English 
fiect. It was aftér it that Captain ‘Perry, 
the Commander-in-Chief of the mg 
force, sent his famous message ta 
ton: “* We have met the enemy and Lthey are 
ours.”’ 

In that battle Captain Perry and Captain 
Elliott distinguished themselves so eminent- 
ly by their bravery and genera) efficiency 
that both were awarded gold medals by Con- 

ss. Captain Perry was criticised by some 
the manner in which he had managed 
the ‘beginning of the engagement, but his 
bravery and brilliant strategy during the 
rest of the battle were universally admired. 
Some persons, among them J. Fenimore Coop- 
er, Who wrote a history of the United States 
navy as well as novels, theught that Cap- 
tain Elliott deserved at least as much credit 
as Perry, and openly expressed their opinion. 
That provoked an animated controversy as 
to the relative merits of Perry and Bilictt, 
which was carried on for some time peters it 


Perry on Lake Erie, Hy 
The events which gave rise to that his-- 
torical controversy occurred in the summer 
of 1818, while the war against England was 
carried on with great.vigor upon the lakes. 
During the winter of 1812 Captain O. H. Per- 
ry, then a young master and commander 
at the head of the flotilla of gunboats at 
Newport, R. L., offered himself for the lake 
service. His offer was accepted by Com- 
modore Chauncey, and Captain Perry was 
sent to Lake Brie to take the command of 
the flotilla there. It required considerable 
time to bring the two brigs and the other 
ships of the American force together, and it 
was near the end of June, 1813, when Cap- 
tain Perry was ready to sail from the out- 
rays of Lake Erie for. Presque Isle, where 
the fleet was to be stationed. Presque Isle, 
or Erie as it is now called, was a large har- 
bor and was protected against an invasion 
by a bar covered with less than seven feet 
of water and passable only in smooth water. 
The English fleet blockaded that harbor, and 
there was no way far the American ships 
to get out,.as they could not cross the bar. 
Qn Friday, Aug. 2, Captain Barclay, com- 
manding the English force, went north to 


i accept an invitation to a dinner given to him 


by the 4nhabitants of a Canadian town. 

Captain Perry, who. had long been verae 
for a favorable opportunity, seized 
precious moment of Barclay’s absence he 
effected his escape from Presque Isle by 
raising the two brigs Lawrence and Niagara 
by means of scows sufficiently to enable them 
to cross the bar. 

Elliott’s Part in the Battle. 

Scarcely had the two brigs accomplished 
the risky feat when the English fleet re- 
turned. A short engagement followed, but 
no damage was done on either side. The 
English fleet retired, and went up the lake. 
The American fleet went in search of the 
enemy, but did not succeed in finding him. 
Captain Perry’s force had been strengthened 
by the addition of a force under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Ellicott, and had been 
cruising for several days near the entrance 
of the strait when Captain Perry was takén 
ili with fever. The ships then went into 
harbor at Put-in Bay, where they remained 
until Sept. 10. On the morning of that day 
the enemy's fleet was sighted in the north- 
‘west. Captain Perry eagerly seized the op- 
portunity fora battle. As the wind was 
unfavorable his fleet- Had to beat around 

some of the smalier islands that lay in the 
way, but before'the engagement began the 
wind shifted to southeast, thus enabling the 
aor ships to pass in the desired direc- 


The American squadron consisted of the 
brig Lawrence, twenty guns, Captain Perry: 
the brig. Niagara,-twenty guns, Captain El- 
Mott; the Caledonia. with three, the Ariel with 
four, the Trippe with one, the Tigress with 
one, the Somers with two, the Scorpion with 
two, the Ohio with one; and the Porcupine 
with one gun. Captain Perry got his squad- 
ron in fairly good position.when the battle 
was opened by a shot from the Detroit, the 
flag ship of Captain Barolay. The Lawrence 
was made the principal target of the ene- 
my’s guns, and was soon badly crippled. It 
had to fall behind the advancing column of 
the American ships, and Captain Perry, 
finding his ship almost.a total wreck, de- 
cided to give it up, and in a small boat had 
himself rowed to the Niagara, which he 


reached safely Pa aniedaoe half past two in the

in the second edition of 
his history. of the Navy of the United States, 
referred to the controversy in the following 
foot note: “ Popular opinion, which is too 
apt to confound distinctions in such matters, 
usually attaches the idea of more gallantry 
to the mere act of passing in a boat from one 
vessel to another during an action than in 
fighting on a@ vessel’s deck. This was the 
least of Perry’s merits. Captain Ellicott was 
much longer in the same boat and passed 
nearly through the whole line twice, and Mr. 
McGrath had left the Niagara for one of the 
other vessels in quest of shot before Captain 
Perry quitted the Lawrence. A boat also 
passed twice, if not three times, from the ’ 
Caledonia to the Trippe in the height of the 
engagement, others, quite lNkely, were 
sent from to vessel.
